PURPOSE 

This  handbook  has  been  prepared  for  you,  the 
student?  of  East  Central  Junior  College,  with  the 
purpose  in  mind  of  familiarizing  you  with  life  in 
your  school.  This  book  will  frequently  serve  as 
your  guide.  We  sincerely  trust  that  you  will  find 
your  place  on  this  campus,  and  we  extend  to  you 
a  hearty  welcome. 

Chapter  1  —  HISTORY  AND  TRADITIONS 

East  Central  Junior  College  came  into  existence 
in  1928.  It  was  in  this  year  that  twenty  graduates 
of  the  old  Newton  County  Agricultural  High  School, 
then  operating  on  the  site  that  is  now  the  junior 
college,  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  the 
freshman  class  of  the  newly  instituted  college.  Two 
teachers  were  chosen  to  teach  this  class,  and  in  two 
years  the  Junior  College  Accrediting  Commission  of 
the  state  granted  full  college  credit  to  E.  C,  J.  C. 
graduates. 

The  present  enrollment  of  the  junior  college  and 
vocational  divisions  exceeds  500  students,  with  a 
faculty  and  staff  consisting  of  more  than  fifty 
members.  The  growth  of  the  college  has  been 
steady  since  the  beginning,  and  with  the  return 
of  veterans  and  an  increased  enrollment  of  high 
schoo'  graduates  an  expansive  building  program 
has  resulted. 

The  most  recent  additions  include  Todd  Hall, 
a  bovs*  doimitory,  and  Newsome  Hall,  a  girls 
dormitory.  These  two  buildings  bring  college  hous¬ 
ing  facilities  to  a  total  of  four  boys’  dormitories, 
two  girls’  dormitories  and  three  apartment  build- 
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ings.  A  new  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity 
of  more  than  a  thousand  is  one  of  the  most  out¬ 
standing  facilities  of  this  type  in  the  state.  The  most 
recently  completed  building  is  the  modern  Burton 
Library.  Plans  are  now  underway  for  the  construct¬ 
ion  of  a  new  science  building.  All  these  facilities 
contribute  to  the  college’s  ability  to  better  serve  the 
needs  of  the  community, 

E.  C.  J.  C.  has  several  traditional  celebrations 
which  are  eagerly  looked  forward  to  each  year. 
Among  the  highlights  of  the  fall  semester  is  Home¬ 
coming,  which  features  a  football  game  and  the 
crowning  of  the  Homecoming  Queen.  Other  tra¬ 
ditional  events  during  the  year  include  the  Spring 
Formal;  the  Freshman-Sophomore  Banquet;  Senior 
Day;  and.  finally,  the  oldest  of  the  traditional 
celebrations,  May  Day,  which  is  held  on  the  campus 
in  the  late  afternoon  preceding  the  graduation 
exercises. 

The  President  is  the  chief  officer  of  the  college 
administrative  staff.  You  will  find  him  ever  ready 
to  assist  you.  The  Academic  Dean  will  work  with 
you  on  problems  of  schedule  and  registration.  The 
Guidance  Director,  with  Curriculum  Advisors  and 
other  teachers,  will  advise  you  on  matters  of  voca¬ 
tional  guidance  and  educational  preference.  The 
Registrar  is  in  charge  of  your  records.  You  will  need 
to  have  a  transcript  sent  directly  from  your  high 
school  to  her  before  you  can  be  fully  enrolled.  She 
will  keep  your  records  while  you  are  a  student  and 
will  transfer  them  to  another  college  when  you  leave 
and  request  them.  She  also  handles  the  excuses  for 
all  absences  from  classes. 
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The  Dean  of  Men  and  Women  are  counselors 
and  directors  of  student  activities.  With  them  you 
may  feel  free  to  discuss  personal  problems  as  well 
as  the  problems  of  dormitory  and  social  life.  The 
Business  Manager  handles  any  problems  relative  to 
payment  of  accounts.  The  director  of  the  Student 
Center  supervises  all  activities  scheduled  in  the 
Student  Center.  The  Dietitian  plans  and  supervises 
the  preparation  of  foods,  is  in  charge  of  all  cafeteria 
workers  and  assists  in  other  activities  scheduled  in 
the  cafeteria.

Chapter  V  —  POLICIES  GOVERNING 
STUDENT  LIFE 

General 

Every  student  at  East  Central  is  expected  to 
conduct  himself  as  a  gentleman  or  herself  as  a  lady. 


Since  it  is  necessary  to  observe  certain  regular  ways 
of  doing  things  in  order  to  avoid  confusion  and  to 
promote  a  wholesome  environment,  we  have  some 
established  policies  and  an  organization  to  assist 
people  when  they  have  problems.  In  rare  cases 
people  do  appear  before  the  discipline  committee, 
the  object  of  which  is  not  punishment  but  assistance 
and  friendly  help.  If  students  show  themselves 
undesirable  they  may  be  asked  to  withdraw  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  school  and  himself.  Drinking, 
gambling,  cheating  and  stealing  are  some  of  the 
causes  for  dismissal  from  school. 

Students  and  faculty  are  requested  not  to  smoke 
in  the  classroom  buildings  and  Cafeteria.  No  great 
point  will  be  made  of  it,  but  this  is  requested  as  a 
method  of  fire  prevention  and  for  the  sake  of  the 
appearance  of  the  buildings. 

Students  living  on  the  campus  will  be  held  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  care  of  his  or  her  room  and  the 
furniture  and  must  pay  for  any  damage  done.  Stu¬ 
dents  do  not  sweep  trash  into  the  halls,  drive  nails 
or  tacks  in  the  wall,  or  in  any  way  damage  or  deface 
the  rooms  or  furniture.  Furniture  is  inventoried  in 
the  rooms  and  must  not  be  moved  from  or  into  the 
room  without  permission  of  the  Dean  of  Women  or 
the  Dean  of  Men. 

Electrical  appliances  such  as  hot  plates,  shavers, 
clippers,  TV,  radios,  etc.,  may  be  used  in  the  dormi¬ 
tories  with  permission  from  th°  respective  Deans. 
Electric  shavers  and  clippers  are  to  be  used  only 
from  6:30  a.m.  to  9:00  a.m.  Since  careless  use  of 
hot  plates  and  irons  causes  a  fire  hazard,  students 
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are  requested  to  use  great  caution  in  their  opera 
tion.  In  case  of  fire  immediately  notify  your  Dean, 
or,  if  the  Dean  is  not  available,  notify  the  General 
Office. 

Soliciting  or  selling  foods  or  merchandise  in  dor¬ 
mitories  will  be  permitted  only  on  approval  of  the 
respective  Deans. 

A  student  should  notify  his  respective  Dean  at 
once  when  he  becomes  ill,  so  that  he  may  receive 
the  necessary  medical  attention  and  so  that  any 
absence  from  class  may  be  excused  by  the  Dean. 
In  ease  of  serious  illness  a  physician  will  be  called 
and  parents  will  be  notified.  Students  will  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  their  medical  bills. 

Firearms  are  not  permitted  in  dormitories. 

Women  Students 

This  year,  more  than  ever  ECJC  is  eager  to 
make  all  women  students  —  regular,  high  school  and 
special  —  wherever  they  live  an  integral  part  of 
campus  life.  The  Dean  of  Women  and  assistant  Dean 
have  the  opportunity  and  responsibility  to  work 
with  the  women  students,  to  assist  them  in  making 
the  best  adjustment  to  college  life  and  to  help  them 
to  get  the  most  out  of  their  time  in  college.  They 
are  glad  to  help  you  at  any  time,  and  especially  when 
sickness  or  other  emergencies  arise,  they  are  the 
first  ones  you  should  consult. 

Jackson  and  Newrsome  Halls  are  the  centers  for 
all  women's  activities,  and  all  women  students  are 
welcomed  and  urged  to  make  use  of  the  lobbies 
and  other  facilities. 


Dormitory  Women 

The  students  who  live  in  the  dormitories  main¬ 
tain  an  organization  known  as  Women's  Honor  Coun¬ 
cil.  The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  assist 
the  Dean  of  Women  and  her  associate  in  operating 
the  women’s  residence  halls  in  a  manner  that  will 
promote  the  best  interest  of  every  student  and  per¬ 
mit  all  to  live  harmoniously  together. 

The  House  Committees  composed  of  the  House 
President,  all  officers  and  Wing  Chairmen  of  each 
dormitory,  take  the  lead  in  handling  minor  disci¬ 
plinary  problems,  arranging  various  social  affairs, 
sponsoring  religious  activities  in  the  dormitory, 
promoting  good  housekeeping,  greeting  visitors, 
and  in  assisting  new  students  to  become  adjusted 
to  the  policies  by  which  the  women’s  residence  halls 
are  operated. 

General  Policies 

Students  do  not  spend  the  night  out  of  the 
dormitory  when  they  are  in  Decatur. 

Students  go  to  town  at  any  time  during  the  day 
until  5:00  p.m. 

Smoking  in  the  dormitory  will  be  permitted  in 
places  provided,  and  for  girls  who  have  smoking 
permits. 

Loud  speakers  are  not  to  be  used  during  study 
and  quiet  hours. 

Piano,  record  player,  and  television  in  lobbies 
of  Jackson  Hall  and  Newsome  Hall  may  be  played 
after  class  hours  and  on  Saturday  and  Sunday. 
Radios  or  record  players  may  be  played  any  time 
during  the  day  provided  they  cannot  be  heard  out- 
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side  the  room.  Radios  or  record  players  are  not 
to  be  played  during  study  or  quiet  hours. 

Lights  in  Jackson  Hall  will  be  cut  off  at  11:00 

p.m. 

Freshmen  will  have  closed  study  hours  from 
8  to  10:30  p.m.  each  night. 

Doors  will  be  closed  at  10:30  p.m.  each  night. 

Lights  out  in  Newsome  Hall  every  night  at  11 
p.m.  except  on  Friday  and  Saturday  nights  when 
there  are  campus  ball  games  or  other  campuswide 
activities.  Doors  are  closed  at  10:30  each  night. 

Student  Center  schedule:  7:00-9:00  p.m.  every 
night. 

One  dormitory  will  be  open  each  week  end  for 
girls  who  stay  on  campus.  Both  dorms  will  be  open 
when  there  are  visitors  on  campus. 

Girls  may  go  and  stay  in  Student  Center  after 
ball  games  until  it  closes. 

Dress  for  Girls 

Formal  —  long  dress.  Semi-formal  —  ballerina 
length  dresses,  suits  with  dressy  blouses,  and  dressy 
of  cotton,  linen,  silk  and  wool. 

Informal  —  Shorts  dr°ss°s.  tailored  suits  and 
skirts  with  blouses  or  sweaters.

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Permits 

Standing  permits  will  take  care  of  weekend  trips 
home,  college  sponsored  trips,  and  visits  to  friends’ 
and  relatives’  homes. 

Trips  home  during  the  week  will  be  permitted 
only  when  necessary  and  with  parents’  consent. 

Students  may  not  leave  the  campus  after  7:00 
p.m.  for  trips.  Students  must  return  on  Sunday 
night  by  10:30  p.m.  or  in  time  for  the  first  class 
on  Monday. 

Dating 

Dating  rules  for  Sophomores: 

1.  Sophomore  girls  may  have  lobby  dates  from 
6.00  to  7:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Thursday 
night. 

2.  Sophomore  girls  may  single  date  in  cars  on 
Tuesday,  Friday  and  Saturday  nights  anywhere 
in  the  five-county  area. 

3.  Sophomore  girls  may  ride  in  cars  with  dates  any 
afternoon  after  classes  until  5  p.m. 

Dating  rules  for  Freshmen: 

1.  Freshmen  girls  may  have  lobby  dates  from  6:00 
to  7:00  p.m.  Monday  through  Thursday  nights. 

2.  Freshmen  girls  may  single  date  in  cars  on  Sat* 
urday  and  Sunday  from  1  to  5  p.m. 

3.  Freshmen  may  single  date  in  cars  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights  until  10:30  p.m.  anywhere  in 
the  five-county  area. 

Campus 

Students  may  sit  on  the  campus  during  class 
hours.  After  supper  they  may  sit  on  the  campus 
until  6:00  or  7:00  p.m.,  depending  on  the  season. 
When  in  doubt — ask!  The  Dean  of  Women  and 
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Assistant  Dean,  the  House  President,  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  members  are  anxious  to  help  you  to  be 
happy  at  ECJC. 

Penalties 

Penalties  for  the  violation  of  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  regulations  shall  be  determined  by  the  student 
council. 

Penalties  may  be:  (1)  Reprimand — written  warn¬ 
ing  from  the  Council.  Accumulation  of  four  repri¬ 
mands  will  give  a  campusment. 

(2)  Social  restriction — Loss  of  all  social  privi¬ 
leges  on  and  off  the  campus.  (3)  Campusment — 
penalty  which  prohibits  for  a  stated  length  of  time 
a  student  from  leaving  the  campus  except  for 
church,  and  from  all  social  privileges.  Campus 
activities  may  be  attended  without  dates.  Breaking 
a  campusment  is  double  punishment.  If  a  campus¬ 
ment  is  broken  a  second  time,  the  student  shall  be 
sent  to  the  faculty  discipline  committee  and  dealt 
with  as  a  special  case.

MEN'S  COUNCIL 

ConsTitution 

Name — the  name  of  the  organization  will  be 
Men's  Council  of  East  Central  Junior  College. 

Purpose — The  purpose  of  the  council  will  be  to 
promote  good  citizenship  on  the  campus  by  making 
every  man  responsible  for  the  behavior  of  male  stu¬ 
dents  in  all  aspects  of  campus  life. 

Meetings — There  will  be  one  regular  meeting  of 
the  council  each  month.  The  executive  committee 
will  meet  each  week  and  will  have  the  power  to 
call  council  meetings  as  needed. 

Membership — The  membership  of  the  council 
will  consist  of  all  regularly  enrolled  male  students 
of  this  institution. 

Officers — The  executive  committee  will  consist 
of  one  representative  from  each  floor  of  each  resi¬ 
dence  hall  or  one  representative  for  each  twenty- 
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five  (25)  male  students,  or  fractional  part  thereof, 
whichever  is  larger.  Each  floor  will  elect  its  own 
representative  (s).  In  addition,  male  non  resident 
students  may  elect  one  representative  for  each  twen. 
ty-five  (25)  enrolled..  Non-resident  students  will  elect 
their  own  representative  and  may  vote  for  as  many 
as  they  are  authorized  to  elect.  The  executive  com¬ 
mittee  will  elect  its  own  officers  as  follows:  presi¬ 
dent,  vice-president  and  secretary-treasurer. 

Adviser— The  faculty  counselor  will  be  appoint¬ 
ed  h/  the  president  of  the  college.  He  will  have  no 
vote  at  executive  council  meetings. 

Amendments — Amendments  to  this  constitution 
or  by-laws  must  be  approved  by  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee  and  on  presentation  to  the  council  receive 
two-thirds  (2-3)  of  the  votes  cast. 

BY-LAWS 

Officers  and  Committees 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS— The  executive  commit¬ 
tee  will  authorize  its  president  to  call  and  preside 
over  all  meetings  of  the  executive  committee  and 
council^  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  committee,  make  committee  appointments. 

'the  vice-president  will  assume  the  duties  of 
president  of  the  executive  committee  in  the  presi¬ 
dent’s  absence. 

The  faculty  counselor  will  be  privileged  to  at¬ 
tend  all  meetings. 

The  secretary-treasurer  will  keep  a  record  of  all 
council  and  executive  committee  meetings  and  will 
have  charge  of  all  finances,  keeping  accurate  records 
available  at  all  times. 


It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  executive 
committee  to  conduct  all  elections  sponsored  by  the 
council.  Open  house  events  will  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  executive  committee.  The  committee  will 
have  the  responsibility  for  enforcing  compliance 
with  accepted  citizenship  practices  and  for  enforcing 
all  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Men’s 
Council. 

A  three-fourths  (%)  vote  of  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee  will  be  required  for  expulsion  from  school. 
Any  student  will  have  the  right  to  appeal  his  case 
to  the  faculty  discipline  committee. 

ELIGIBILITY  OF  OFFICERS— To  be  eligible  for 
clecfion  to  the  executive  committee  a  nominee 
must  have  maintained  a  grade  average  of  C  in  this 
institution  during  the  last  semester  preceding  the 
election, 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS  —The  executive  com* 
mittee  will  be  elected  during  the  first  week  of  school 
for  the  period  of  one  regular  session.  The  executive 
committee  for  a  summer  session  will  be  elected  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  week  of  the  session  for  the  period  of 
the  summer  session.  At  the  beginning  of  each  regu¬ 
lar  session  and  summer  session  all  previous  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  executive  committee  will  serve  until 
elections  can  be  held. 

VACANCIES — All  vacancies  on  the  executive 
committee  will  be  filled  by  an  election  under  the 
supervision  of  the  executive  committee. 

t^UORL/M — A  quorum  of  the  meetings  of  the 
executive  committee  and  the  council  will  be  a 
majority  of  the  membership.

Ru'es  and  Regulations: 

Study  hours  will  be  maintained  in  all  the  men’s 
dormitories  from  8:00  p.m.  until  bedtime  each  night. 
Anyone  refusing  to  keep  these  hours  will  be  asked

Persistent  violators  will  be  referred  to  the  dis¬ 
cipline  committee.

First  offense — One  week  restriction  of  car.

Everyone  dresses  for  dinner  on  Sunday.  It  is 
good  taste  for  boys  and  girls  to  dress  semi-formally 
on  Sunday, 


Board 

When  you  pay  your  board  at  the  beginning  of 
the  month,  you  pay  for  lights,  water,  and  heat  in  the 
dormitory;  for  all  replacements  and  repairs  to  fur¬ 
niture  and  equipment  in  the  dormitories;  janitorial 
service  in  the  dormitories;  for  knives,  spoons,  forks, 
etc.,  in  the  cafeteria;  for  all  labor  required  for  the 
preparation  and  serving  of  food;  and  for  any  rental 
on  the  rooms. 

Whatever  is  left  from  the  board  bill  goes  into 
buying  food.  If  every  student  will  be  economical, 
turn  out  light  when  leaving  room,  cut  off  the  heat 
when  it  is  not  needed^  and  take  care  of  the  property, 
more  food  per  board  dollar  can  be  put  on  the  table. 

The  cafeteria  is  adjacent  to  the  Commercial 
Building.  Meals  are  served  as  follows  on  week-days:

On  weekends:

Meal  tickets,  which  must  be  presented  at  each 
meal  to  be  punched,  are  issued  at  the  beginning  of 
school  and  at  the  first  of  each  month  on  payment  of 
board. 

Hoorn  and  Board  is  payable  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday  of  every  fourth  week.  If  not  paid  on  the 
appropriate  days,  a  $1.00  administrative  cost  charge 
is  assessed  the  student  for  later  payment. 

It  is  the  custom  of  the  student  body  for  the  boys 
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and  girls  to  line  up  in  separate  lines  and  enter  the 
cafeteria  alternately,  a  girl  and  then  aboy.  Alter¬ 
nation  begins  at  the  outside  door  except  in  cases  of 
very  bad  weather.  It  is  also  the  custom  not  to  break 
line. 

Chapter  VI  —  ACADEMIC  POLICIES 

Freshman;  One  who  has  completed  at  least  fif¬ 
teen  units  of  high  school  work  and  is  carrying 
college  subjects. 

Sophomore:  One  who  has  completed  twenty- 
seven  or  more  semester  hours  of  college  work. 

Special  student:  One  who  is  enrolled  for  less 
than  12  semester  hours. 

Vocational  Technical:  Any  student,  regardless 
of  his  academic  level,  who  is  enrolled  in  any  one  of 
the  full  time  vocational  courses  offered  by  the 
school. 

Grades 

Grades  are  turned  in  and  recorded  for  every 
student  at  six-week  intervals.  Each  freshman  will 
have  some  faculty  member  assigned  as  his  counse¬ 
lor,  to  whom  he  shall  go  to  receive  his  grades  at 
the  Registrar’s  office.  An  official  copy  of  your 
grades  is  also  mailed  to  your  parents  or  guardian 
every  six  weeks  and  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 

The  grading  system  is  as  follows: 

A  —  92  -  100  Excellent. 

R  —  83-91  Good. 

C  —  74  -  82  Average 

I)  —  65  -  73  Poor. 

E  —  60  -  64  Conditioned.  (Not  to  be  used  as  a 
semester  grade.) 

F  —  Below  65  (Failure). 


WP  —  Withdrawal  passing  (with  C  average  or 
better). 

WF  —  Withdrawal  failure. 

Further  information  on  grades  and  grading  can 
be  had  by  consulting  the  college  catalogue. 

Student  Absences  from  Class 

Absences  from  class  are  one  of  three  kinds: 
unexcused,  excused  and  official. 

Unless  permission  has  been  granted  by  the 
proper  administrative  officer  before  the  absence 
occurs,  the  only  excused  absence  is  absence  due  to 
sickness  on  the  part  of  the  student  himself,  or  sick¬ 
ness  or  death  in  the  immediate  family,  and  then 
only  if  the  student’s  presence  at  home  is  necessary. 
Such  absences  will  be  excused  only  upon  receipt  of 
a  written  statement  direct  from  the  Dean  of  Men, 
Dean  of  Women,  a  doctor,  or  the  student’s  parents. 

Official  absences  are  those  incurred  while  the 
student  is  away  representing  the  school  in  some 
official  capacity. 

All  other  absences  are  un excused. 

If  the  student  has  as  many  unexcused  absences 
in  a  semester  as  the  course  meets  per  week  the 
grade  will  be  reduced  one  letter. 

If  the  student  takes  more  unexcused  absences  in 
a  semester  than  the  course  meets  per  week,  he 
automatically  receives  an  F  on  the  course. 

Students  who  miss  a  test  or  examination  with 
an  iinexcused  absence  do  not  have  the  privilege  of 
a  retest  and  receive  a  zero  on  the  test  or  exam¬ 
ination. 

A  student  is  responsible  for  all  work  missed 
regardless  of  why  he  is  absent. 
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When  a  student  has  accumulated  absences  total- 
ing  twenty  per  cent  of  the  times  a  course  meets  dur¬ 
ing  a  semester,  he  is  automatically  dropped  from 
that  class  with  a  grade  of  F.  Upon  accumulation  of 
two  such  grades  the  student  will  be  notified  to  with¬ 
draw  from  school.  He  may  have  his  ease  reviewed 
by  making  application  to  the  Registrar. 

Absence  of  Instructor 

When  an  instructor  cannot  meet  his  class  the 
class  will  be  notified  if  at  all  possible.  However,  it 
is  the  student’s  responsibility  to  remain  in  the 
class  room  until  the  end  of  the  period  unless  offi¬ 
cially  notified  to  the  contrary. 

Assembly 

An  assembly  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  at 
9:50  a.m.  is  a  regular  part  of  the  school  program  and 
students  are  required  to  attend.  Seats  are  assigned  at 
the  time  of  registration  and  attendance  is  checked. 
Students  who  miss  assembly  are  subject  to  suspen¬ 
sion  from  school.  Announcements  and  programs  of 
interest  and  value  are  presented  at  these  periods.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  STUDENT  BODY 
ASSOCIATION 

of 

EAST  CENTRAL  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  students  of  East  Central  Junior  College, 
in  cooperation  with  the  faculty  and  administration, 
and  within  those  limits  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  adopt  the  following  constitution: 

ARTICLE  I  —  Name 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the 
Student  Body  Association  of  East  Central  Junior 
College. 

ARTICLE  II  —  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be: 

L  To  conduct  and  promote  interest  in  certain 
student  elections. 

2.  To  promote  order  and  suitable  conditions  for 
the  intellectual. 

3  To  maintain  the  cordial  relations  between 
faculty  and  the  students, 

4.  To  promote  the  responsibilities  of  hospitality 
on  our  campus. 

5.  To  promote  the  awareness  of  rights  and  re¬ 
sponsibilities  as  citizens  of  a  democratic  society. 

ARTICLE  III  —  Meetings 

1.  There  will  be  two  regular  executive  council 
meetings  each  month.  Other  meetings  shall  be  held 


on  call  of  the  president  or  by  request  of  the  Council. 

2.  The  executive  council  shall  have  power  to 
call  a  student  body  meeting  when  the  need  arises. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  Membership. 

The  membership  of  this  association  shall  be  all 
who  register  as  regular  enrolled  students  of  East 
Central  Junior  College. 

ARTICLE  V  —  Officers 

Section  I.  Officers  of  this  association  shall  be: 

1.  President 

2.  Vice-President 

3.  Secretary 

4.  Treasurer 

Section  II.  There  shall  be  an  executive  council 
of  eleven  people  consisting  of: 

1.  Officers  of  the  Student  Body  Association 

2.  Two  sophomore  representatives 

3.  Two  freshman  representatives 

4.  The  president  of  the  women’s  student  or¬ 
ganization 

5.  The  president  of  the  men’s  student  council. 

Note:  If  and  when  shop  students  organize,  they 

may  elect  one  representative.  Students  not  living  in 
residence  halls  are  authorized  to  elect  one  repre¬ 
sentative. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  Advisors 

The  faculty  advisor  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
president  of  the  college. 

ARTICLE  VII  —  Amendments 

Amendments  to  this  constitution  or  by-laws  may 
be  presented  by  the  student  council  or  by  fifty 
students  bringing  it  to  the  council  who  will  present 
it  to  the  association.  Any  amendment  must  be  ap- 
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proved  by  two-thirds  of  the  student  body  and  the 
college  president  before  it  can  be  adopted, 

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I  —  Officers  and  Committees 
Section  I  —  Duties  of  Officers  and  Committees: 

a.  The  president  shall  call  and  preside  over  all 
meetings  of  the  student  council  and  Student  Body 
Association  and  shall  appoint  necessary  committees. 

b.  The  vice-president  shall  take  charge  of  all 
duties  of  the  president  in  the  absence  of  the  presi¬ 
dent. 

c.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  stu¬ 
dent  association  meetings,  lists  of  all  officers  and 
committees,  and  shall  carry  on  the  correspondence 
of  the  association. 

d.  The  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  fi¬ 
nances,  keep  accurate  records  available  at  all  times 
and  when  authorized  by  the  council  shall  disburse 
funds. 

e.  The  student  council  shall  have  the  legislative 
powers  of  the  association  and  shall  propose  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  constitution  and  by-laws, 

f.  The  faculty  advisory  committee  shall  be  in¬ 
vited  to  all  council  meetings, 

g.  There  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  soc¬ 
ial  activities  and  hospitality  which  shall  supervise, 
conduct  and  provide  social  functions  on  the  campus, 
shall  meet  and  greet  visitors  on  the  campus  and 
shall  encourage  a  more  hospitable  attitude  among 
the  students. 

h.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  elections 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  announce  holding  of  campus¬ 


wide  elections,  receive  all  nominations,  check  eligi¬ 
bility  of  all  proposed  nominees,  have  ballots  printed, 
provide  for  proper  voting  facilities,  count  the  votes, 
make  known  the  results,  and  enforce  the  election 
regulations. 

i.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  points  which 
shall  become  a  joint  faculty-student  committee  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  enforce  the  regulations  in  regard 
to  points,  check  on  candidates*  eligibility  with 
reference  to  point  regulations.  They  shall  revise 
and  maintain  the  point  system, 

j.  There  shall  be  a  committee  on  assembly 
which  shall  become  a  joint  student-faculty  committee 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  plan  the  assemblies.  They 
shall  also  check  attendance  at  chapel  and  report  ab¬ 
sences  to  the  registrar. 

k.  There  shall  be  a  calendar  committee  which 
shall  become  a  joint  faculty-student  committee 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  approve  a  schedule  of  school 
activities  and  to  exhibit  the  same  in  a  public  place. 

l.  Other  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
president  and  approved  by  the  Council  as  the  need 
arises. 

Section  II  —  Eligibility  for  Office  Holders: 

To  be  eligible  to  hold  office  on  the  council,  stu¬ 
dents  must  have  at  least  a  “C”  average  and  must 
have  no  serious  disciplinary  action  on  record  or 
pending.  No  student  shall  be  eligible  to  run  for  of¬ 
fice  in  the  regular  spring  election  if  he  or  she  will 
have  earned  as  much  as  40  hours  by  the  end  of  that 
semester. 
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ARTICLE  II  —  Election  of  Officers 

Election  of  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Student  Council  and 
the  Election  Committee.  The  Council  and  Election 
Committee  shall  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of 
election  of  officers  of  the  Association  and  Council, 
The  officers  of  the  Association  for  the  succeeding 
year  shall  be  elected  at  least  six  weeks  before  the 
end  of  the  Spring  semester. 

ARTICLE  III  —  Vacancies 

Section  1 — 

If  the  president’s  office  is  vacated,  the  vice- 
president  shall  take  over  his  office  and  a  new  vice- 
president  shall  be  elected. 

Section  II — 

If  the  president’s  and  vice-president’s  offices  are 
vacated,  a  special  election  shall  be  held  to  fill  these 
positions. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  Quorum 

Section  1 — 

A  quorum  of  the  Student  Body  Association  shall 
consist  of  sixty  per  cent  of  its  membership.  A 
quorum  of  the  Executive  Council  shall  consist  of 
six  of  the  ten  members,  or  sixty  per  cent. 

Section  II — 

No  business  can  take  place  either  in  the  Student 
Council  or  in  the  Student  Association  meetings  un¬ 
less  a  quorum  is  present 


HONOR  POINT  SYSTEM  FOR 
EXTRA  CURRICULAR  PARTICIPATION 

A  point  system  has  been  adopted  to  give  recog¬ 
nition  for  participation  in  extra-curricular  activities. 
There  will  be  two  levels  of  attainment:  DISTINC¬ 
TION  and  SPECIAL  DISTINCTION.  To  rate  special 
distinction  a  student  must  be  among  the  5  per  cent 
who  have  the  highest  number  of  points  and  have  an 
academic  average  of  B.  To  rate  distinction  a  student 
must  be  among  the  next  7  per  cent  who  have  the 
highest  number  of  points  and  have  an  academic 
average  of  C.  The  award  will  come  at  the  end  of 
the  second  year  of  college,  and  will  be  conditioned 
upon  good  conduct  and  attitude.

3.  No  one  person  shall  hold  more  than  one 
major  office  at  the  same  time,  but  one  person  may 
hold  one  major  office  and  one  minor  office,  or  two

minor  offices.  MAJOR  OFFICES:  Presidents,  Edi¬ 
tors  and  Business  Managers.  MINOR  OFFICES:  Vice- 
Presidents,  Treasurers,  Secretaries,  Reporters,  Cheer¬ 
leaders,  Chairmen  of  standing  committees,  Student 
Body  Association  officers,  etc. 

Mid-year  summer  graduates  may  participate 
Points  may  be  accumulated  by  participation  in  clubs 
that  function  in  the  summer  for  ten  weeks.  For 
membership  in  clubs  that  function  in  the  summer 
points  are  to  be  calculated  for  one  regular  semester, 
or  one-half  the  points  given  above. 

4.  If  a  person  has  illegally  held  two  major  of¬ 
fices  at  the  same  time,  neither  office  will  count 
toward  honor  points. 

5.  No  more  than  75  per  cent  of  total  points  re¬ 
quired  for  distinction  or  special  distinction  shall  be 
earned  in  athletics.
